Defender 
John F. Ingro argued there 





was no question about her 


guilt, but the element of pun- 
ishment was another matter 


“Rehabilitation is still the 
primary role of society — not 


punishment,”’ Ingro told the 
court as he pleaded for pro- 
bation 

He pointed out that it was 
the woman's first offense, and 
questioned what the fate of her 
children would be if she were 
sent to prison. 

Ingro implied that the court 
may have sentenced the wom- 
an tO prison as an example 
to deter further welfare fraud. 
He said that the recent wel- 
fare probe in San Bernardino 
County was highly overempha- 
sized by the press and the 
prosecution, and that a prison 
sentence for Frances Williams 
would not prove as a de 
terrent 

“Governor Brown said today 
(Nov. 20) that only five cents 
of every dollar from the tax- 
payer goes into welfare 
funds,"’ he said 

“There is not an exhorbitant 
amount of welfare fraud as 
some would like to indicate, 
Ingro said, “and there are 
Statistics to prove it. Pub- 
licity is fine, but it’s no de- 
terrent to future cases.” 

The defendant's attorney 
claimed that the $6,042 wel- 
fare fraud figure was also an 
exaggeration, 

“The defense is saying you 
will attempt to prosecute the 
defendant as an example,” 
Estes told Judge Kerrigan 

The $6,042 figure was cor 
roborated by her common-law 
husband. The figure is fact,” 
the prosecution said 

Estes commented on the de- 
fendant’s character This 
woman has lived with six men 
and bore seven children, five 
of the kids which are now in 
her custody. We don’t know 
where the other two are.’ 

Estes said the investigation 
of the case revealed the wom- 
an had an alcoholic problem 

Estes restated that the fraud 
existed for 26 months, from 
December 1961 to June 1964 
The mother married the CYA 
counselor a month ago 

Judge Kerrigan listened 
quietly to both counsels, then 
said, “‘In this kind of case, I 
worry about where to draw the 
line. No one likes to impose 
sentence on a mother of five 
children
